Good  afternoon.  During  April  of  this  year  our  company  changed  our  billing  from  a Monday  through  Sunday 
model  to  Friday  through  Thursday.  This  caused  a ripple  effect  in  our  book  keeping  and  we  find  ourselves  with 
a week  53  on  paper.  In  past  years  we  have  rolled  over  the  last  days  of  December  into  the  new  year.  This  year 
we  ended  up  with  a full  week  from  12-24-15  through  12-31-15  instead  of  the  usual  couple  of  days.  Kerry  you 
expressed  your  desire  to  include  this  amount  on  this  years  totals. 

As  a result,  we  find  ourselves  over  budget  in  the  HBID.  I project  that  we  will  be  over  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$16,000.00,  but  there  are  variables  that  make  an  exact  estimate  difficult. 

Another  factor  this  year  was  the  addition  of  a dispatcher.  The  cost  for  this  came  from  our  existing  budget. 

We  have  cut  our  shifts  in  anticipation  that  the  combination  of  rain  and  cold  will  slow  down  our  calls  for 
service.  We  will  still  have  a robust  posture  on  the  streets  and  will  not  compromise  on  fulfilling  our  duties. 

The  SBID  is  on  a path  to  be  on  budget  and  we  will  make  minor  adjustments  as  needed.  We  are  showing  a large 
amount  of  extra  funds,  but  they  will  be  used  up  during  the  extra  weeks  billing.

At  1820  I received  a phone  call  from  Angelina  Nawojczyk  in  apartment  #907.  Ms.  Nawojczyk  called  to 
report  four  subjects  that  had  gained  access  to  1600  Vine  through  the  Selma  lobby  by  following  her.  There  are 
four  subjects. 

Per  Ms.  Nawojczyk,  the  four  individuals  were  loitering  outside  when  she  approached  the  entrance  to  1600 
Vine.  The  subjects  tried  to  greet  her  but  she  chose  to  not  respond,  when  this  happened  one  of  the  subjects 
began  to  rap  “I’m  going  to  get  that  [profanity]  deported.”  The  resident  explained  to  me  that  the  statement  was 
indirectly  spoken  to  her  and  it  scared  her.  She  continued  to  enter  the  locked  lobby  with  her  key  fob  and  the 
four  subjects  followed  her  by  grabbing  the  door  before  it  closed  and  following  her  into  the  Selma  lobby.  They 
walked  up  to  the  elevator  and  she  chose  to  stand  back  and  wait  until  the  next  elevator  because  the  four  subjects 
scared  her,  she  stated.  The  doors  closed  and  then  opened  again  because  the  subjects  are  not  residents  and  do 
not  have  the  access  code.  They  then  asked  her  if  she  was  going  to  get  in  the  elevator  and  she  claims  she  felt 
pressured  to  do  so.  Ms.  Nawojczyk  used  her  fob  to  gain  access  to  the  9th  floor  and  the  individuals  pressed  the 
button  for  the  6th  floor  quickly.  The  four  subjects  exited  on  the  6,h  floor  and  Ms.  Nawojczyk  called  us  when 
she  arrived  at  her  apartment. 
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I immediately  dispatched  CPO  Stefan  and  CPO  Brandon  to  the  6lh  floor;  I remembered  that  there  was  an 
incident  yesterday  with  subjects  that  matched  the  description  I received  from  Ms.  Nawojczyk.  I was  told  that 
the  subjects  were  irate  yesterday  so  I chose  to  dispatch  two  CPO’s  just  in  case  that  was  the  case  today  as  well. 

At  1 830  CPO  Brandon  reported  that  he  and  Stefan  had  made  contact  with  the  four  subjects.  Brandon 
confirms  that  the  three  black  males  were  the  same  trespassers  that  he  responded  to  yesterday  (1 1/14/15)  and 
the  Hispanic  male  was  an  addition  to  the  incident  yesterday.  The  subjects  were  irate,  yelling  profanity  and 
asking  why  they  are  being  kicked  out  again.  The  subjects  began  walking  towards  the  elevators.  The  CPOs  did 
not  walk  into  the  elevators  due  to  the  subjects’  extreme  agitation.  The  door  closed  before  they  could  be  buzzed 
to  the  first  floor  and  CPO  Stefan  reports  that  the  elevator  went  up  to  floors  7-1 1.  At  this  time  I contacted 
LAPD  due  to  the  fact  that  the  subjects  are  repeat  trespassers  presenting  with  an  extremely  agitated  mannerism 
towards  CPO  Stefan  and  CPO  Brandon.  CPO  Stefan  and  CPO  Brandon  split  up  in  attempt  to  locate  the  four 
male  subjects  starting  at  the  1 llh  floor,  making  their  way  down.  They  ended  at  the  6th  floor  with  no  successful 
location  of  the  subjects. 

At  1925  LAPD  arrives  on  scene  and  is  escorted  to  MCL  by  CPO  Stefan,  I give  report  to  Officers  Skerock 
(#90928)  and  Castaneda  (#38035).  SS  Paul  arrives  to  meet  LAPD  at  1935.  Officers,  SS  Paul  and  CPO  Stefan 
patrol  1 l,h  floor  and  roof  access  with  LAPD,  all  was  clear.  At  20:00  LAPD  clears  scene.  LAPD  incident 
#3536.

> Black  male  wearing  a white  baseball  cap,  teal  hoodie  and  black  pants  with  tattoo  of  a cross  on  forehead.

> Heavy  set  Hispanic  male,  approx..  6’0”  with  yellow  baseball  cap,  black  hoodie,  white  t-shirt  and  grey

I am  finishing  up  annual  reports  for  both  BIDs.  Can  you  please  confirm  the  stats  below  are  correct: 

Sunset  and  Vine: 

• Average  patrol  of  224  hours  per  week,  by  officers  and  sergeants,  Monday  through  Saturday.  An 
additional  40  hours  per  week  are  attributed  to  management  staff. 

• On  Sunday,  two  officers  patrol  the  district. 

• The  deployment  schedule  is  always  subject  to  change  at  the  discretion  of  the  Security  Committee. 

Hollywood: 

The  security  program  funds  three  services:  (1)  security  patrols,  (2)  video  surveillance  cameras,  and  (3)  homeless 
services  outreach.  The  security  vendor  is  Andrews  International  Security.  The  Security  Committee  sought 
competitive  bids  for  this  contract  in  early  2013.  Andrews  International  was  chosen  to  provide  services  again, 
through  2018. 


The  contract  calls  for  the  following: 

• Average  patrol  of  400  hours  per  week  for  armed  officers  plus  sergeants;  112  hours  for  public  safety 
officers  (unarmed),  and  79.2  hours  for  the  Director,  Assistant  Director,  and  Dispatcher. 

• This  accommodates  seven  armed  officers  on  Monday  through  Wednesday;  eight  officers  a day  Thursday 
through  Saturday,  and  six  armed  officers  on  Sunday.  Additionally  two  public  safety  officers  are  deployed 
in  the  District  8 hours  a day,  seven  days  a week. 

• This  core  scheduling  will  leave  approximately  $25,000  to  30,000  in  discretionary  patrol  funds  that  would 
be  used  to  fund  special  projects  and  patrols,  including  a special  night-time  patrol. 

• The  deployment  schedule  is  always  subject  to  change  at  the  discretion  of  the  Security  Committee.

Re:  Budget  for  end  of  year 


Hi.  Kerry  we  discussed  this  situation  at  some  length,  but  the  conversation  must  have  gotten  lost  in  this 
incredibly  busy  and  contentious  year.  My  recollection  is  that  you  said  this  was  not  a problem  and  that  you 
would  inform  the  board. 

We  got  hit  with  several  issues  this  year.  In  past  years  we  have  always  come  in  under  budget  by  large  amounts 
($30,000.00  or  more).  In  fact  you  pointed  this  out  when  you  said  this  would  not  be  an  issue  for  the  board.  This 
year  you  asked  me  to  use  the  entire  budget.  We  added  the  dispatcher  on  4-27-15  and  took  that  into  account  with 
our  budgeting. 

On  7-26-15,  we  added  the  6:00  A.M.  patrol  on  Sunday.  This  has  cost  $14,676.48  to  date.  We  still  managed  to 
stay  very  close  to  on  budget. 

In  April  of  this  year  our  company  changed  from  billing  Monday  through  Sunday  and  now  bills  Friday  through 
Thursday.  As  a result  we  will  end  up  with  53  invoices  this  year  although  one  is  for  only  $21,1 10.00  as  it  was 
not  a full  week.  In  past  years  we  ended  up  with  a few  days  of  December  that  were  rolled  into  the  next 
year.  This  year  the  last  invoice  is  a full  week  and  you  said  you  wanted  in  included  in  the  2015  budget.  I was 
tracking  the  budget  based  on  52  invoices  as  usual  and  missed  the  ramifications  of  the  billing  change.  This  was 
my  error  which  was  compounded  by  all  of  the  above.  We  had  little  margin  for  error  this  year. 

The  $15,000  overage  was  a worst  case  scenario  and  I have  already  shaved  almost  $4,000.00  from  that  total.  I 
will  do  my  best  to  reduce  it  further.  Please  let  me  know  if  you  need  further  information.

Steve,  Joe  reported  at  the  board  meeting  last  week  that  our  security  patrol  budget  might  be  $15,000  in  the  red 
at  year  end.  I was  surprised  to  hear  that  - as  I thought  we  could  taper  down  and  keep  this  in  line  by  year  end. 


Though  dispatch  was  mentioned  as  a possible  reason.  I’m  attaching  the  memo  from  earlier  this  year  when  we 
said  we  could  stay  in  budget.  We  need  to  discuss  what  is  going  on  here,  and  hone  in  on  the  appropriate 
variance  and  the  reasons  therefore.

Kerry  & Joseph  -- 1 have  noticed  a MARKED  increase  in  the  crazy  by  the  church  as  of  late.  We  had  the  incident  with  one 
guy  showing  a gun,  then  another  with  a guy  pulling  a knife,...  In  November,  it  seems  "testy"  is  the  descriptive  word  with 
the  homeless  in  general.  For  the  majority  of  those  receiving  services,  they  are  polite,  but  then  it's  the  few  that  are  off 
the  rails.  That's  why  I contacted  Steve  to  see  if  he  could  drop  by  or  have  another  patrol  officer  provide  presence.  It 
seems  when  the  BID  patrol  is  around,  some  of  the  intensity  of  emotions  lowers.  But  today,  as  you  can  see  in  my  email, 
we  were  dealing  with  a couple  of  disturbed  individuals.  In  fact,  this  morning,  I saw  a guy  screaming  and  throwing  items 
at  passing  vehicles.  I almost  took  a photo  to  forward  to  you.  This  is  before  and  after  the  field  Sgt  came  by. 

Thoughts?

Notes  from  today's  lunch  meeting 


Gentlemen,  thank  you  for  lunch  today. 

Just  keeping  a recap  of  what  we  talked  about  today  for  next  year's  planning.  Several  of  these  ideas  will  be  good  for  us  to 
discuss  at  the  first  Security  Committee  meeting  of  the  year  on  January  13.  I will  also  brief  the  two  chairs  as  well.  Thank 
you  for  your  service  and  leadership  of  our  team.  I know  this  has  been  a tough  year,  for  a number  of  reasons,  but  the 
two  of  you  have  kept  morale  high  amongst  our  team,  communicated  our  priorities  faithfully  and  been  incredibly 
responsive  on  special  problem  solving  challenges. 

1.  Policy.  To  avoid  "mission  creep"  and  stay  focused  upon  the  core  purpose  of  the  BID  security  patrol,  draft  a 
policy  statement  which  guides  the  purpose  of  the  BID  patrol  and  outlines  the  areas  and  activities  that  are  not 
appropriate  for  their  ongoing  involvement.  Allow  the  Security  Committee  and  ultimately  the  boards  to  weigh  in 
on  any  expansion  or  core  responsibilities. 

2.  Harden  the  target/crime  prevention.  Because  there  are  a number  of  areas  controlled  by  private  property 
owners  in  the  BID  which  serve  as  a magnet  for  problems,  let's  work  collaboratively  to  bring  the  property  and 
business  owners  together  with  staff  and  BID  Security  in  order  to  determine  what  steps  an  owner  can  take  to 
improve  safety  for  their  customers/residents/pedestrians. 

3.  Board  member  ride-alongs.  Encourage  board  members  for  the  Hollywood  Entertainment  District  (primarily)  to 
participate  in  an  early  morning/late  in  the  month  ride  along  with  BID  Patrol  to  understand  the  scope  of  the  job 
and  learn  about  the  limitations  faced  by  private  security  officers. 

4.  Engage  with  other  BID  Operations  staff.  Encourage  Joe  and  Steve  to  meet  with  the  operations  directors  of  other 
BIDS,  most  notably  Fashion  District  and  DCBID  to  share  information  about  best  practices. 

5.  Problem-solving  with  respect  to  homeless  population.  Focus  our  resources  on  special  needs  in  our  resident 
homeless  population  - e.g.  Top  14,  most  vulnerable,  etc. 

6.  Trend  analysis  and  data  capture.  Continue  the  good  work  of  gathering  data  which  helps  us  to  identify  trends 
and  document  what  is  happening  with  respect  to  crime  stats,  drug  offenses,  recent  homeless  arrivals, 
encampments,  other  issues.  The  excellent  work  re/  capturing  the  case  studies  for  the  Top  14  has  helped  to 
move  at  least  five  individuals  into  full  time  treatment  and  care. 

7.  Increase  visibility.  The  goal  for  2016  is  to  make  our  security  presence  more  visible  - there  is  no  quota  for  private 
persons  arrests  or  referrals.  Given  the  concerns  expressed  in  the  neighborhood  in  the  past  year,  we  want 
people  to  see  our  BID  patrol  in  action.  This  will  apply  to  both  PSO's  and  security  officers.

Hi  Joseph  and  Serena, 

Just  wanted  to  let  you  know  that  I haven't  forgotten  about  you,  or  the  issues  you  raised  at  our  BID  Security 
Meeting  on  November  11. 

I am  working  to  organize  a meeting  of  the  property  owners  and  their  tenants  between  Goodwill  and  the  Social 
Security  Admin  — hopefully  before  Christmas.  It's  a little  tedious  to  get  to  the  store  managers  or  regional 
managers,  but  I'm  making  headway.  I want  to  have  everyone  in  the  room  so  we  make  this  a collaborative 
effort. 

Between  now  and  then  (and  I will  invite  you)  it  will  be  helpful  for  you  to  document  what  you  see  - and  what 
the  patterns  are.  For  example,  I spoke  with  the  property  owner  who  has  the  Dollar  Tree  and  Goodwill  as 
tenants;  she  knows  that  there  is  a constant  problem  with  trash  in  their  parking  lot  - but  notices  that  one  block 
north,  where  the  Office  Depot  is,  there  is  no  problem.  What  causes  the  difference  between  the  two  parking 
lots?  People  dropping  off  for  Goodwill,  or  the  encampments?  You  will  notice  things  that  the  businesses 
won't  - because  you  are  there  at  night.  This  could  be  helpful  for  all  of  us. 
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When  i drove  home  along  Vine  Street  a couple  weeks  ago,  I noticed  this  at  SSA.  Sent  these  photos  to  the 
property  owner.  Clearly  there  is  a need  to  remove  that  ledge  and  reduce  the  loitering. 


I am  confident  we  can  work  together  to  make  things  safer  - and  wanted  to  keep  you  in  the  loop  on  this.  I'll  let 
you  know  when  I settle  on  a date.
